Comets and their Sienificance for Earthly Existence. 


Male and Female in the Cosmos, 


Let us speak of something to-day that will help us t^ 
acquire an understanding of our own epoch. We know that the course 
of develonment here on earth enables man to gather new experiences 
during each one of his incarnations on earth. Consequently, the events 
of our earthly development are arranged in such a way thet we never 
come across the same conditions in two successive incarnations; that 
is to say, the earth changes during the enoch which lies in between 
these two incarnations External science, however, does not grast 
this deenly enough, so that it cannot discern that everything changes 
in the course of long epochs of time. We may deduce from this that 
we can only have a true knowledge of our own being by knowing the 
egoch of earthly development in which we now live and by forming: a ; 
picture of what the immediate future of this development will be like. 
In so doing, we must bear in mind that the human being, such as he 
stands before us in life, after having evolved through endlessly leng 
encchs, is a very complicated being.

ty tne Laws of this spiritual world. We have already gathered that 


the vhysical and etheric bodies could not exist in their present form 
if they were to be abandoned completely by the astral body and the 


. Ezo, and unless a substitute for the astral body and the Bro were 


not founda If this were not possible, the sleevins man would merely 
have tne value of a plant. The plant ‘is, however, endowed with life, 
it is a seii-encompassed organism, yet this is not the.case with a 
sleeping man, for his vohysical Ta etheric bodies are constituted 

in such a way that they must be permeated by his astral body and his 
Evo. While the human Ego and astral body abandon man, his physical 
and etneric bodies are permeated durine the night by 2 similar being, 
by an astral body and an Ego which are, however, of divirie-sviritual 
nature. That part of man which remains behind in a sleeping condit- 
ion is entrusted to the outer spiritual powers of the universe. Con- 
sequently that part of man which exists in the physical world becomes 
incornorated with the great spiritual powers of the macrocosm and 

the macrocosmic spiritual powers now dat ioe it, unhindered by the 
human Ego and astral body. : 


To-day we shall learn to know some of these forces at work 
in man out of the great world. These conditions and the interplaying 
influences of the world's spiritual forces and of man are very Com- 
rlicated and have many aspects. Man is indeed a little world, and 
during sleen, something resembling a reflected image flows owt of the 
great world into this little world, We can only understand these 
thines if we penetrate into deep. world-mysteries. 


In these modern tines, science discovers this or that 
truth and then men believe that they have acquired something sure and 
certain, But an anthroposophist should also develcp a feeling for 
the true value of this or of that truth; he should feel which one is 
essential or-unessential, whether it is a trivial, superficial truth, 
or one that leads him deenly into the secrets of the world, The lack 
of such an understanding is evident when we face unquestionable truths 
which should be decisive for arriving at important conciusions; for 
instance, the number of bones and muscles in man as compared to those 
of higner animals. But this fact ın itself cannot show us right away 
whether this truth is important or unimvocortant for man's position ir 
revard to the animal kingdom. Another important truth, which should 
really be faced every day, is the fact that in comparison with and in 
contrast to every other living creature on earth, man is able to look 
cut freely into the world's spaces in a physical sense, thus rising 
with his thourhts and concepts to a sphere that does not belong to.the 
earth. The aninals cannot rise above the earth; they cannot emancipate 
thenselves from it Thoueh the resemblance between the ape's devel- 
opment and that of man may be emphasized, it is nevertheless inmediate- 
ly evident that the ape failed in its attenvt to stand and walk up- 
rieht, his fact should therefore show us that man lifts himself 
above the earth, and in a spirituel sense this is a very important 
TRON 


Everything that is tound in man is a microcosmic copy of 
the great universe, The free way in which ke raises ninself above 
the earth is expressed in the relaticnship of the hea to the other 


tiucd CL his oody and is exoressed as a relatinnship existing in a 
microcosm. But this is also to be found cutside in the macrocosm; 
namely, in the relationship between the sun and the earth. If we 
let ourselves be influenced by this truth, we gain the feeling that 
the animal's organisation is determined by the earth itself, whereas 
man's free outlook, his feeling and his thinking, are determined by 
the sun, We đo not grasp this contrast all at once; let us there- 
fore take time to consider it, 


We feel man's relationship with the universe when we 
know that it is the sun that sends out certain forces to the earth, 
thus enabling man to develop his present organisation, His head is 
drawn unwaris by the forces of the sun, and his limbs downwards by 
by the forces of the earth. The limbs receive their commands from 
the keed, just as the earth is directed by the sun, 

Let us now draw attention to another antithesis. What I 
have said so far, applies indiscriminately to all men; no distinction 
is mie between man and woman In the human organism there is, how- 
ever, the contrast between male and female. In accordance with the 
analogies indicated above, we ask: Can we find in the macrocosm 
this contrast between man and woman, just as we founi it between 
the head and the limbs ? ‘ 


Here it must be emphasized that spiritual science has 
nothing in common with the representations that wish to extend the 
antithesis of male and female to the whole world. These are out- 
flows of the schematic materialism of our time. But this is one of 
the aberrations of modern science, and the following remarks have 
nothing to do with it. What is meant here, is that the contrast of 
man and woman is merely the lowest expression for an antithesis that 
als exists in the macrocosm. As far as earthly life is concerned, 
we must first indicate clearly that the contrast between man and 
woman merely refers to the two extemal sheaths, to the physical 
and etheric bodies, for the astral body and the Ego are not in any 
way connected with this contrast, nor with the following explanat-— 
ions. 


Let us first draw attention to a fact of clairvoyant 
knowledee, namely, that in reality anly the head and the limbs con- 
vey 2 true impression of man, Hence, if the spiritual is involved 
in everything physical, we must observe to what an extent the phys— 
ical can be an expression of the spiritual, and whether a true or a 
false imaee is thus conveyed, Only the head with the limbs gives 
us such a true image, Nothing else corresnonds to the sviritual, 
consequently neither the male nor the female element in the human 
being correspond to the spiritual. The spiritual investigator sees 
only in the head and iiabs a true reproduction of the spirit; every- 
thing else is distorted. 


This is due t^ the fact that the separation into male 
end female can be traceu back to the temurian age, in which every- 
thing that now apțears as severed, was united in one single shape. 


This senaration occurred so that the course of develonment should 
become more and more material, for when the human form had a neutral 
sex, it was nearer to the spirit. In the course of the development 


which then set in, a development which followed the direction towards 


melle amei Temas Tais renele element reteninec, <a Ar were @.aMiormer 
shape in waich the human being was still more sviritual. The female 
forn retained this more spiritual shave; it did not descend into the 
material world as deeply as would have corresnonded with the nornal 
course of develoument. Woman retained from an earlier stage of. dev- 
elonment a more spiritual form, but thus preserved something that is 


really untrue, She, too, ought to be an image of the sririt, but from 


a material aspect this image is distorted, 


Just the opposite must be said of man He outstrivped 
the. nomnal limit of develooment, went beyond it and thus moulded an 
outer form that is more material.than the shadow-form behind hin, 
which corresnonds to the normal. 


Woman has not reached this true mean and man has gone 
beyond it. Neither of the two reflect tne true human being. What we 
find in the human form is consequently not of the highest ard most 
perfect kind. Men therefore tried to add to it something that may 
be seer in the ancient priestly garments, in order to give the human 
form, particularily that of man, an appearance more in keewing with 


‘the truth than the one which it has by nature. They felt that even 


Nature can distort things. The..female form leads us back to an ear- 
lier stage of earthly life, to the ancient Moon epoch. The male forn 
leads us beyond the earthly epoch into the Jupiter existence, but in 
a form that would not be able to live there. 


There ig also in the macrocosm an antithesis which corres- 
nonds to that, of male and female, namely what we discern in the comet- 


ary and lunar phenomena, what appears to us as the contrast between 
the comets and the moon The moon is a piece.of the earth which 


became separated from it even later than the sun. What the earth could 


net use, was thus eliminated, because the human form would otherwise 
have grown osseous and wooden in the course of its development. The 
moon would have brought man's development to an end too quickly, The 


moon, SO dried up and see represents that which will only be able to 


Live again Later on, as Jupiter existence, and which now apvears as 
if it were Pa P to death, 


the comet represents something that penetrates into our 
eartuly life fron the ancient Moon-existence; its develénment has 
been held back, so that it has not develoned as far as the earth, but 
remained behind on.a higher and more spiritual stage The moon, on 
the other hand, has tone out of the earth and beyond it. And the 
carth itself stands between these two. 


Hence, the comet and the moon should, like tae male md 
female form, be looked upon as having remained behind and as having 
surpassed the normal course ef development. The comet behaves, as it 


. 


Were, in the same way in which the female nature behaves in human 
life, 


Another conparison may hel» ue to understand what the 
comet means for the earth't development. When we make clear to sur- 
selves that the earth's develonment succeeded that of the Moon and 
orecedes that of Jupiter, we must realise that the laws of Nature 
u»on the ancient Moon were different from those upon the earth, and 
we may in part observe this in comets. *) Farenthetically, let it 


be said that the life of comets in narticular shows us - and later 
on, science confirmed what I already stated in my lecture at the 
Theosophical Contress in Paris in June 1906 — that the comets pre- 


serve the former laws of Nature of the ancient Moon. Amone other 
things, certain carbon combinations, cyanuric and prussic acid com- 
binations, played an important part on the ancient Moon. Consequent- 
ly, one would have to prove the existence of these chemical combin- 
ations upon the comets: In the meantime, spectral analysis has shown 
that these cyanuric combinations do in fact exist upon comets. The 
indications of spiritual science thus corresvond with the facts dis- 
covered through material science, 


What significance has cometary life for the earth ? What 
mission is connected with it ? Let me answer these questions at 


least by making certain comparisons and by peinting out that two kinds 


of lives may be found on earth in the antitnesis which exists between 
male and female. First of ail we have the everyday family events, 

from morning to night, succeeding one snother with the regularity of 
summer ent winter, or like Sumenine, story andeharl!. This ay go on 
for a tine, But then something hanpens that is experienced as a great 
change, namely the birth of a child. This interrupts the ordinary 
course of things and it remains as a new elenént in the jcint life 

of man and wife. 


We may commare this with the comet's task in earthly life. 
It brines into our earthly life something that comes from the female 
element in the cosmos When a comet appears, it vives human evolution 
a jolt, not so much in the direction of progress, but in everything 
else which is imolanted into humanity. 


We can observe this in Halley's comet, in the spiritual 
forces behind it. Its aprearance has always been ennnected with some- 
thing new in the evolution of the earth. At present (1919) , it is 
about to appear again. In a materialistic sense, this will intreduce 
and tive birth to a new stage. Its last three appearances, in 168 
1759 and 1835, show this. In 1759, forces and spiritual pewers went 
out from it which brought about materialistic enlishtenment What 
déeveloned in this sense, under the influence of snirits and powers 
behind Halleye! Seone was, for instance, that which so much annoyed 
Goethe in von Holbach's "Systeme de la Nature" and in the French en- 
cyclopaedists. When Halley's comet again aopeared in 1835, material- 
isu anpeared very eimai in the views of Buchner and Moleshott, 
views which were widely ene ed during the second half of the 19th

THE LIFE OF THINKING, THE LIFE OF FEELING 
AND THE LIFE OF THE wr L Ee 


CONCERNING THE THREE-PARTITION OF THE HUMAN ORGANISM. 


From a Lecture, by Dr, RUDOLF STEINER, delivered at Dornach on the 
27th of November 1920. *) 


We discussed from a certain aspect man's connection with 
the past and the future and based this upon that which ranifests 
itself, in tne vuter human form, uvon that threefnld aspect of the 
human organism wnich has frequently been indicated; the organism 
ft the head, and we showed that this points towards the past; that 
of the extremities, pointing towards the future, and finally the 
crcanism connected with the life of rhythm, the organism of the lungs 
and of the heart, which really belongs to the present. To-day we 
sill round off this whole complex of facts by studying the other 
aspect cr the human being, the more inward asnect that pertains to 


the soul, AA : 


. dust as we can distinguish eee in man's bodily 
structure, the head, that which lies at tne foundation of the rhyth- 
micsl system, and the limb-organism, so we can also distinguish three 
parts in the soul-structure of man. We can indicate the life of 
thought or concention, the life of feelings, and that of the will. 
m we have to do with a threefold division in the soul, just as 

the physical body we have to consider the threefold divisior. as 
ee e above, 


It is possible to make investigations in the cosmos in 
regard to each of these three soul-members and their whole connect- 
ion with the human being The first thing to.which we must draw at- 
tention is ur thinkime life. This life of thoughts, this activity 
of thinking, is unduubtedly the most intimate activity of the human 
being. dt is gana taeof thoughts whith to AGeetaie cxtent, 
leads him, on the one hand, out of the cosmos, but also, on the other 
hani, into his inner self Through his thinking life, man beccmes 
acquainted with the phenomena throughout the wide extent of the cos- 
mos, He takes in all that has to be taken in, as a foundation for 
the structure of his head. But on the other hand, man takeg back 
agein into himself his thoughts and conceptions; he keers them in 
the form of memories, And he builds up his inner life in acenrdeance 
with these coneepts. The conceptual life, the life of thought, is 
chiefly connectica with man's head; it has its organ in the head. 


From this fact alone we can, in a certain way, deduce 
tat the destiny of our life of thought is connected with the destiny 
of our head. By pointing back to the past, the head shows that the 
Scul-spiritaal germ-organisms forming the head are brought, as it 
were, 'intd physical existence through birth, and this fact in itself 
indicates that we also bring with us from cur pre-natal existence 
the daste ofetheurhs.

Yet other facts have also to be considered if we wish to 
estimate rightly the life of thought. Our thinking life is, I might 
say, the most definite ming  nRoun conie “Re ia the most finished 
clement in it. It is also that which contains elements which are 
not really connected with our individual.¢xistence in tne ae 
Peel Ste 


Take, for instance, mathematical truths, discoverable with- 
in us, or even the truth of logic. We cannot verify a mathematical 
vruth through external observation, but the truth of a mathematical 
or geometrical idea has to be developed from within For instance, 
the truth of the Pythagorean theorem lies within us, or the truth 
that the three angles of a triangle are equal to 180 degrees. We 
can give such truths a symbolic form by drawing the corresponding 
figures, yet we do not prove them on the blackboard, but the mathem— 
atical truth which mingles in cur conceptions is formed through in- 
ner vision. Many other things intermingle in our thoughts in this 
way, and we know these mathematical truths solely because we are 
ruran beings. If we demonstrate the Pythagorean theorem, thousands 
or millions of,peanliewmay cancer alone AMESA aS 1s Wot true! 
Nevertheless, as individual human beings, we know through inner vis- 
ion that this must be true! 


How do you account for this ? The reason is that we do 
not develon our life of thought within our physical structure, as 
is the case with our life of feeling and of the oo? but we carry 
it with us through birth into physical life 


What I have just said, and what can ‘be real from the nat- 
ure of man through a true observation of his being, expresses itself 
to the spiritual investigator in the following way: - Let us assume 
that we advance to the so-called imaginative thinking. In what 
does this imaginative soul-life consist ? It consists in this, 
that we live in images, but in images which are not transmitted by 
our external senses. In oun orgie, ex e a We perceime cx 
termal objects through our sense-organs. We receive images through 
our eyes and ears and we combihe these images in our thinking. But 
this does not apply to imaginative thinking. If we are prepared 
in the right way, imaginative thinking gives us pictures which are 
not based on external vision. These images arise, so to speak, from 
within, yet our thinkimge does netecease if) Wegtseend Ga the ragn. 
way TO an imaginative life of the soul, We think in inner images, 
just as in the perception of external objects, we think about extern- 
al images. In imaginative thinking, we think in inner images. 


The first experience we have’ as we gradually develop imag- 
anutive thought and we are indeed still thinking, the first exper - 
lence connected with this kind of thinking, when our soul is complete- 
ly filled with thought, although at the same tame the picture exper~- 
ivnce. rises up within it @ahie Mins, Ca aee gsr comnected wath 
the proge mnit The Sueres i Ou ato be eo ere irae Tt Go ler, op 
pear before our soul. Our prégent Ive appears Polom the imearinat— 
ion only after long practice, and it is not in any way so clear and

definite as the life that lies before birth or conception. 


This fact fully proves that if we disregard the percept— 
ion of exturnal objects and live and think in images, this thinking 
activity can, at first, only produce images taken from the past. 

We have in what these pictures bring before us, cosmic truths from 
ourora nten Tit tie is ,.and many ote things besides, show 

that our life of thinking is something that we bring with us as a 

fere. fron our pre-natal existence. 


If self-observation is carried out with sufficient lack of 
vr- fudice, it shows us that our LIFE OF FEELING gradually develons 
in th. vhysical nature. We cannot permeate our feelings with some- 
tning as definite and precise as mathematics, or ideas. Everything 
that we develop in the form of feelings must be developed from child- 
hood onwards, throughout life. The richer our experiences from birth 
have been, the richemsand fuller will be our litt ofefeeline Anyone 
wio Mas passed through bitter suffering and who has exneriencéd hara 
blows of destiny, will not have the same life of feeling as the super- 
ficial man, who lightly flits through life. Our life's destiny pre- 
pares us for. the development of our fecling life. A matnematical 
judement which permeates our thoughts comes all at once. But a feel- 
ing cannot unfold suddenly in this way. A feeling develops slowly, 
and life itself forms it; it is something that grows with us and 
participates in the whole growth-process of our physical life. 


And ome dete of the WILL, this to werin Wida ices met Com- 
nect us very much with the cosmos. It is something which throbs out 
of our soul's hiddun denths. Through our deeds, we undoubtedly bring 
our life of volition into the cosmos, but just consider the difference 
in th: way in which we are connected with the cosmos through our life 
of taought and the way in which we are connected with it through our 
vili! How intimate is ovr connection with the cosmos through our 


thournts, when we gò out into the starlit night and when we have the 
coamos before us in a picture, when we encompass it, as it werc, in 


our thoughts! And we are also able to feel this. Yet in comparison, 
kow insienificant is that small fraction of decds that. we release 
from our will-clement and set into the cosmos! 


This proves that the will is rooted within ws quite differ- 
ently Tron thse lite of thought, Compare the  olumeiieed “he widen 
rarticular with thought-lifc, as soon as we are sufficiently awakencd 
tl the Latter: "it unites us at onor with the whole ecocmas, Be Dire 
of fecling unfolds gradually. It may develop slowly or quickly, in 
actordancs with lifc's destiny, between birth and death. Yet fecl- 
ing docs eonnuct us with the cosmos, only less intensively, and even 
less extensively. Consider how universally the thinking lite con- 

n cts us vith the cosmos and how mankind as a whole is thus united 
MRa a te! 


Three men may go aut into the starlit night, They stand 
in one particular place and arc all three surrounded by the same 
ensmic pieture; all three freelve this same image. If they dave 


Learned to comorise this image in their thoughts, under circumstanc.s 
sach one of them will all of a sudden have the same thought. 


It is otherwise with our feelinss. Take, fcr instance, £ 
man who has lived somewhat thoughtlessly and superficielly and who 
may at times haveesten he eranmi Vordi Compare thas man's feslings 
a5 he walks at night under the star-spangled sky. with those of an- 
other man, who sets out for a walk one evening in the company of some- 
one whom he does not know very well: During théir walk they become 
oeenly immersed in a discussion of the problems of life and destiny, 

| a discussion which lasts many hours, until the stars terin to set. 
Let us now suppose that es the stars in the Heavens shine down on 
ther in such beauty, these two become more irtimate and a friendship 
i: formed. Then, after many years, when we may suppose the frienc- 
snip has passed through many phases, one of these men conce more sees 
tie star-svyangied sky under similar conditions. Then what feelings 
will rise u» within him, as he recolleets that friendshin! here,

Qur thoughts go out into the cosmos aa NE our conceptions, 
through the faet that we were born as human beings, and thet we brought 
a soul-spiritual element with us into our physical existence through 
birth, Our inner soul-life streams out towards all things in the 
i cosmos through our feelings; but only in accordance with what we have 
exMerlenced during our earthly life. 


If you now tty to complete this argument, you will. be able

| birth and death; but of our life of will, through deeds born ont of 
| the impuises of will, how little goes out from us into the cosmes! 
How little from ali that flows out of our will-impulses penetrates 
into the cosmos! 


Here we have- something very primitive if compared with ou. 
feelings, and even more so, compared with our life of thought. The 
spiritual investigator can explain the reasors.if he rises to intuit- 
ion, At the moment he reaches the imvulses of the will, when all 
| else in his soul-life is blotted out, then he will have before him 
| not the deeds of his present life. but something else, which is very 
remarvable: His fimsta dei tive experi emec wae te perception 
of whut his deeds offer to him in the form of destinies, as the germs 
of future destiny. This, and not the deeds themselves, will stand 
| before him What thus appears as a first impression in intuition 
pertains te’the future, We »erceive what can become of us through the 
fact that we have passed through a certain complex of deeds, although 
not the deeds themselves, but their seeis, rise un before our soul.

| we take with us through death; it is something which points to the

The terrible years of war 1917 and 1916 ħrought us a number 
of Rudolf Steiner's most ‘stirring lectures, which are once mote part- 
icuieriy setuni through the events which mankind must now face, In 

addition to the purely spiritual-scientific results of ee 
concerning human evolution, vhey require of the members to develop a 
stronger wil. te knowledge, in order tu penetrate more deeply into 

the spiritual connections that lie at the foundation of every histor- 
Regi wroces®. They thraw a clear light uvan the fundamental evil 

of tne resent: unon lies, empty phrases, and the estrangement from 
reality resultine from a materialistic mentality waich oniy sees. one 
aspect of reality and overlooks and denies the other side - tne svirit. 
This nas led to a Philistine narrow-mindedness. It is the estrangement 
from a sound sense of facts which has sa furthered the tremendous 
ower of lies loaded with their forces of destruction, in wnich our 
civilisation threatens to go under in the hell-fire of bursting bombs 
and of the approaching social chaos. From the battlefields and the 
millions of victims which they claim, we turn with Rudolf Steiner our 
faze towards the dead, whose unused life-forces mould destiny and: in- 
fluence the further course of events To pursue their new conditions 
of lite within the manifold aspects of a spiritual existence, is the 
Fath pointed out in these lectures. If only they penetrate into cour 
consciousness so deeply that they transform it and develon into active 
innucses within BS..Jeien The fourdatiion of the soena cdigiee of the 
future would be there. 


But all the powers of the abyss onpnse this permeation of 
culture with fresh forces of sniritual knowledam. And their impetus 
vaich can reckon with the laziness and passivity. of the ordinary kun- 
a1 mind, wreckcd bujldines that were already erected, ground to dust 
every o E pael Ween at could take fold of, A CORTE POLSON over 
the sil which had opened to receive the spiritual seed. 


We know these fighting methods, and we experienced their 
Gkernorainary impossibility, defying description. For what took place 
oy. this foundation, could not have taken place anywhere else; ine trum 
ents were sousnt out for attecks against a world- conception and its 


touncer, who could net be attacked with stiritual weatons, but whose - 


influence was to be destroyed with the most monstrous means available 
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in the form of calumny and lies. This was so grotesque and at the 
sane time so stupid, that it was bound to end in snoke., But a few 
artificially constructed "cases" were always dished up anew frer 
time to tise, providing material for libels. nus the four or five 
cases of renezade members, whose wounded vanity induced tnem to 
become the willing instruments of ininical machinations, had to be 
put into the right light. They had been received sympatheticaliy 
in the Society, in spite of their petty defects: And now they 
showed in what a grotesque way an unsatisfied wish of asserting 
themselves could change inte hate. After his lectures, Kudolf 
Steiner was therefore oblived. to explain this with a few sharacter- 


istic lines, for the information of the members in the various groups. 


It is gooa if also these words are preserved for the society, though 
cae wouid tladiy forget the whole spoxkish affair, for the libels 
weve published in the form of pamphlets. And it is good that our 
friends should know what nad to be borne by a man who was in. hin- 
self invulnerable; what he had to suffer out of love for mankind, 
because he gave his felluw-—men the highest treasure which renders 


life worth while - the sureness of the svnirit. 


What was said at Stuttgart regarding these cases should 
already have aopeared at. Christmas in a series of addresses, which 
were published às a private print for the members, as, for instance, 
"WORTE DES SCHMERZES, DER GEWISSENSFORSCHUNG® (Words of Grief. of 
Search of Conscience) and so forth. But the printers. now work more 
slowly and the publication could not apear in time for Christmas 
Perhans vie shall have to look out for a more vrivate way of bringing 
out some of the more imvortant lectures. Those which appear now are 
entitled: "ENTWICKLUNGSPAXTOREN DER MENSCHHEIT. DIE GEGEN DAS WISSEN 
VOM GEIST SICH AUFTUERMENDEN. WIDERSTAENDE." (Factors of Human Evol- 
ution. The Ovpnsition Rising U» Against the Knowledge of the Svirit) 


Not only the above-mentioned Stuttgart addresses of 1917 
anpear for the 27ta of February, but Rudolf Steiner also speaks to 
us as an aesthete and artist in the lectures which he delivered in 
1918 at a Munich art-centre in the presence of many. artists. The 
stenceravhic notes of these lectures were unfortunately very incor- 
vlete,and it was not an easy decision to revise them. Nevertheless 
we hove that the fundamental thoughts are now sufficiently clear, 
s9 a8 tò vive valuable information both to artists and to laymen , 
as well-as an insight into that sphere which sc deeply touches us, 
where we exverience a sensory-supersensible element in art. One of 
the lectures is entitled: "PAS SINNLICH-UERERSINNLICHE IN SEINER 
VEPULEVLTCHING DURCH DIE KUNST" (The Sensory—-Suversensible Element 
Realised rough Art) and the other one:. "IIE QUELLEN DER KUSASTLE-
